Among 
those who admired it was Ex-Congress- 
man Joe O'Seil, an another great Butler 
man, and when the general was pre- 
paring his book, Mr. O'JCeii told him 
that "Gus" Donovan had a picture from 
which the frontispiece should be taken. 
The general commissioned Mr. O'^tiil to 
get it but Joe with, all his eloquence 
couldn't beg, borrow or steal that photo 
from Donovan's office without an auto- 
graph letter from the general. Just after 
thi.H Joe was called to Washington and the 
book came out with another frontispiece. 
Since the death of General Butler, Mi. 
Donovan prizes the photo even more 
highly than ever.

EXECUTION OF THREE REBELS, 


TRUE PATRIOTS. 


More Proofs of Spain's 
Cru- 


elty to Prisoners. 


April 
38. — At Camnjuanl, 


pTovlucc'of Stintu CIan\, another trugady 
in Che history of the Cuban rebellion has 
been cnuntert. A column ot troops, under 
Colonel Lopez, operatlug in Iho Cniim- 
junnl district;, received inform.itlon thnt 
Autonlo Biinnudez, n vceU-kno'wn lusur- 
gont lender, was concealed in tho houso of 
n Tvom'aii who was his Hilstresa. 


A detachment of troops, hended by the 


oolouel himself, immediately started for 
tho spot, surrounded tho house and called 
upon Bermmloz to surrender. Tho ]attor, 
tnken by surprise, seized n rifle which was 
handod to him by the woiunn aud firud r.\vo 
shots nt the colonel, missing him. Ji^st 
ns the insurgent chief raised tlio rifle to 
take unochor shot, at the Spanish oiflcer, 
several of the soldiers flred nud Ecrmudcz 
fell back pierced by a bullet and died as 
his mistress threw heraeLC wouiidad and 
In agony upon his body. 


The insurgents under Macoo burned a 


number of houses 011 both sules oC the 
railroad between San CrJsLobnl and Can- 
delarm, In tho province of Plnar del Rlor 
and, IG iasiUil, hanged an aged nrnn.in iba 
presence oC bis family -because the lott^r 
refused to bnru his house. A dispatch 
from JMatanzas sivys that Mannol Domiu- 
guez, an insurgent, has boon tried by 
court-martial ihere. The public prosecu- 
tor has asked that ho be imprisoned lor 
lifo. 


Execution of loanrReut Prisoners. 


Three prisoners, named Borgos, Her- 


nandez and Bncallao,' were shoe n,G the 
Cabanos fortress yesterday. Two of ihe 
men were colored and one was whlto. 
They were taken prisoners in tho action 
of Candelaria. 


Borgcs, while In the death chapel of the 


fortress, was very uorvous and would only 
drink a little lemonade, while his com- 
panions took something stronger. 


Hernandez showed a very bold front and 


displayed admirable coolness. 
He pre- 


sented Dr. Gomez, whohivd been appointed 
to care for the pvlsouera, with a yellow 
belt and asked him GO write to his inochor 
and beff her to pardon him for his mis- 
deeds, whilo assuring her thac he- died in 
the bosom of Christianity, 
i 


Bacallao, in his "death bed,"*as ho 


termed it, was fnll of 
life and evcd 


haughty. He tried to run avmy. from tlie 
chapel, as if by so doing he could shorten 
his period of torture by belug^ shoe and 
killed by the soldiers on guiird, but he vrivs 
watched, so closely by the cmcers on ducy 
that it was impossible for him to carry out 
his intention.' 


At 4:30 a. in., Bacallao and Hernandoz 


Lad a breakfast of beefsteak nud eggs aud 
each drnnk a cup o£ wine. Tbey con- 
fessed to several priests, having been en- 
treated to conform to nil religious cus- 
toms. This caused DacaUoa to remurlc: 
"What is the use of conforming Ia my 
case, father; considering that within a 
ehort time I have co die?" 


Ac 7 o'clock cho square was ready and 


the troops were drawn up under Major 
Carlos Justlz. The prisoners were con- 
ducted there in the usual solemn manner. 
Bacallao and Hernandez wera'-courugeous 
and. cool; but Borgos, who hud been so 
nervous in the chapel, and who had re- 
fused any stimulant with his breakfast, 
turned out to be the braveac'of all and 
met his fate with tho uaosc remarkable 
courage. 


Bacullao smoked a cigar during his last 


moifients, and calmly threw Ic away us ho 
knelt down with his face to the wall and 
Ills back toward tho firing squad. Barges 
knelt down with his hands In his pocket,' 
and coolly turned his heud toward the sol- 
diers whu vwi'e to shoot him. Hernandez 
attentively .watched the shadows of the 
soldiers on the wall in Crone oC him; 


When all was ready, the officer In corn- 


maud of tho squacl lifted his sword, tho 
vtfl.es weiti aimed, tUore was another move- 
ment of the sword and the report of tho 
volloy echoed from the fortress walls. 
Borges wi^s killed ovuright, bvit Hornan- 
dez aud Baculluo writhed on thp ground 
after the shooting nud It was found neces- 
sary to finish Hernandez with one mercy 
shot, Two mercy shots wcro necessary to 
solid Bftcallao Co his account.

A feeling of apprehension ns to what the

Informa- 
tion coming from tho country uround 
makes it- certain thnt the natives are pre- 
paring au. oHuusive movement against 
Baluwnyo. The number oC Mucabcles re- 
ported, gathering at points near by is suffi- 
cient to appall the hearts of oven experi- 
enced lighters. There is a dread lii the 
iniuds of mauy that the place is in dangei 
ot being overwhelmed by a rush of hordes 
of Matabcles and the inhabitants put to a 
wholesale massacre. 


The fear of treachery is added to the ap- 


prehension of overwhelming numbers. 
Many indications pome to a connivance 
with tho war parties of Supposed friomlly 
zmtives. Thero are mauy of tho hitter in 
the tovrn itself and no white man feels 
sure how far he cau trust his dusky asso- 
ciates or servants. 


Ou "Wednesday evening three Dutch 


scouts vroro sent out from Buluwayo to 
secure somu definite and accurate infor- 
mation of chf position nud movements oi 
tho uiiuvos. What chcy found has served 
iittlo to relicvcj tbo anxiety and suspense. 
They report that the Matabclea arc gath- 
ered liku ants In a hill near Uuigasl river,' 
only sis miles north. 


That some treacherous plot is being con- 


cocted is Indicated by tho fact that native 
women aro secreting European clothes. 
Tho native meu on the veldt wear the na- 
tive costume, while most of those in Bulu- 
wayo wear clothes approaching che Euro- 
pean fashion. By attiring the native war- 
riors in European garments, the llatabelcs 
hope thao they will be enabled to euter tho 
towu unquesrioued. 


It is plaiuly noticeable that the 'natives 


iu thc-to\vu are bccouiinp as thick as bees. 
In ordinary tiiues t-he natives come aud go 
in the town without attracting utteatibn. 
Tho natlvu population is at all times a 
EthiCtiug oue, und. a large number of the 
men chat make it; up are not kuowu indi- 
vidually to the whito people of. the town 
or to the authorities. The fact thus the 
natives in the town live apart from the 
whites adds to the difficulty of identifying 
those who belong in chu town. 


But there is little more confidence In the 


natives who belong iu the town than In 
thtt hostile ruea, who, it i3 believed, are 
I'ciug 
surreptitiously 
induced, to 
aid 


from •within whcu an attack shall be made 
from without. It looko now as though 
that might occur at any lime. 
The roads 


by which communication is had with the 
south, both the one co Tu.ll und the one to 
M:ifukinjr, are fait to be in peril. There 
tiro undoubtedly large numbers of hostile 
luiuves between "Buluwayo ivnd tho seutl 
meiits co clio south, some of them in op 
revolt. The situation is felt to be most 
serious arid tlu\uLtouinc:.

He was also a stockholder in the Indiana 
Bedford Stone Company, and iu Indian- 
apolis elevator A, and owned considerable 
amount of business and dwelling proper- 
ties in"the city-' For maiiy years he was a 
w^ll-known figure about the bank. Por 
the-past two years he lias been unable to 
attend to business, but was only confined 
to Ins borne for two weeks preceding his 
death, the immediate cause of which was 
ureuiic poisoning aud "heart failure.
